Freight Train 
Model Travels 
162,966 Miles 


OMAHA- (INS)—A freight train 
that has traveled more than two- 
hundred thousand miles in the last 
24 years without running on a sin­ 
gle leng’h of rail—that never car­ 
ried a pound of cargo or consumed 
a lump of coal—is the prized pos­ 
session of the Union Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
The rolling paradox is a m inia­ 
ture freight train, built in 1923 for 
a Safety Day Parade. 
Originally constructed on a “tem­ 
porary” basis for the one parade 
| only. * he train was subsequently 
requested by first one community 
then another for various parades, 
I rodeos and celebrations. 
By 1929, the demands began to 
i pour In to the point where it be­ 
came necessary to maintain de­ 
tailed booking records. Today the 
! books show a total of 162,906 miles 
in addition • to numerous unlogged 
trips.
